MAJ. HUGH B. FLEMING. 


Death of a Well-known Army Officer 
at Erie, Fa. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, April 10.—A World special 
from Erie, Pa., eays that Maj. Hugh B. 
Fleming died last night in his sixty-eighth 
year. He was born in Crawford county, 
Pa.. and graduated from West Point in 
1852. While attached to the Sixth Infan- 
try he was wounded by Sioux Indians at 
Fort Laramie. He relieved Kit Carson at 
Fort Garland and received the famous 
trapper’s sword as à present. 

He was offered the command of a Penn- 
sylyania regiment in 1861. by Gov. Curtin, 
and resigned from the army, but Secre- 
tary Stanton refused to accept his resigna- 
tion. In 1870 he was retired on account 
of disability, with the rank of major. He 
was Offered the chair of military science 


in the Universities of California 
nesota. but declined both. — 


INCOME RULES.

NEW YORK, April 10.—Dr.J. H. Wor- 
man, the editor of Outing, last night re- 
ceived a cable dispatch that will help to 
throw some light on the missing bicyclist, 
Frank G. Lens. The dispatch sald that 
Lenz had been traced to a Kurd vil- 
lage about eighty miles from BErzeroum. 
He reached there on May 10, and the 
villagers say that he was murdered. 

Lenz was known to have reached Chil- 
gani on May 9, but after that no news 
was received until last night. According to 
the dispatch Lenz arrived at Chilgani a 
little after sundown on May 9. He was 
the guest of a man named Avak Parsagh, 
and was in good health and spirits. In 
the evening a number of villagers called 
to see him and his wonderful machine. 
He spoke to them and made them under- 
stand that he had come from. Persia and 
was going to Erzeroum. He ieft early the 
next morning. About a month later the 
villagers heard that he had been killed 
in the vicinity of a village named Kur- 
dali and it is one.of the three villages 
Lenz would have to pass in crossing the 
mountains to the Delibaba pass. It is 
the first village he would reach and is 
five miles from the Armenian village Zed- 
man. These Armenian villages.are now 
in ruins. The Turkish soldiers massacred 
the Armenians just about the time Lenz 
was in the vicinity. 

Dr, Worman does not believe the re- 
port that Lenz was mufdered. He said 
Ito a reporter: “I think Lenz was carried 

away by the Kurds into captivity and 
they are waiting for him to be ransomed.“ 

Sachtlehein, the cyclist who has gone 
to find Lenz, reached Constantinople on 
March 29, where he is now. He said that 
the Turkish authorities had declined to 
allow the representative of Outing to 
visit Armenia, and that the American Min- 
ister had made a demand on the Turkish 
government that he should be. allowed to 
search for Lenz. Dr. Worman is deter- 
mined that no efforts shall be spared to 
find the missing cyclist, and he believes 
that it will be made an international af- 
fair and that the government here will 
help in the recovery of Lenz. Lenz is a 
native of Pittsburgh. He is 27 years old,

Bower, as the representative of his 
company, had a clear and indisputable 
remedy by civil action. To resort to 
mob violence was a crime against 
peace and good order for which he de- 
serves the severest punishment that 
the law can inflict. As regards the 
equities of the case, that is a matter 
for the courts to determine. But no 
occasion can justify violence. The ac- 
tion of Bower was, if possible, more 
reprehensible than the acts of strikers 
in destroying property when a strike 
is in progress; for Bower’s act was de-

The rioters should have been 
arrested for riot, and should be pun- 
ished for riot to the utmost limit of 
the law. 

One policeman or a constable, armed 
with an order from the court, could 
have stopped the trespass upon the 
Chicago Railway Company’s tracks, if 
a trespass was committed. The law is 
for all citizens, and none should be al- 
lowed to violate it with impunity. A 
street railway superintendent—or even 
the President of the United States—is 
as much bound to obey the lew as is 
the humblest citizen. 


The New York Tribune declares that 
the trolley lines in Brooklyn have al- 
ready brought about the loss of 105 
lives. Most of these lives might have 
been saved if proper fenders had been 
used on the cars. The situation in 
Brooklyn, in reference to this question, 
is like that in other cities. The public 
require prompt service and rapid tran- 
sit. In endeavoring to meet this de 
mand the railway companies fre- 
quently rum over and kill or maim hu- 
man beings. Sometimes the accident is 
the fault of the motorman, and some- 
times it is the fault of the person killed 
or maimed. But in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred if a suitable fende 
were used the results of the accident 
would be far less serious than they are. 
Every motor car on every street rail- 
road running through crowded streets 
should be equipped with safety. fen- 
ders of the most approved pattern.

SANTA FE REORGANIZATION. 

NEW YORK, April 10.—The board of di- 
rectors of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe Company met today and issued the fol- 
lowing circular letter to the stockholders 
of the company: 

“When your directors were elected they 
found your company bankrupt, its property 
in the hands of receivers, its defau'ted in- 
terest amounting to many millions of dol- 
lars, its floating debt more than $10,000.- 
000. its repairs. renewals and improvements 
not up to date, its business badly demoral- 
ized. In addition to chis the reorganiza- 
tion committee had long been considering 
the problem of reorganization, and had al- 
ready announced and withdrawn one plan. 
By the time your directors had acquired a 
full knowledge of the conditions and re- 
quirements of your company the original 
reorganization committees, desiring perfect 
unitv of action. had arranged for a com- 
mittee known as the Joint Executive Reodr- 
ganization Committee. and this committee 
had taken up the task of making a plan 
where the first committee had left it off. 
A plan has finally been formulated and an- 
nounced. During the time chrough whitch 
the Joint Executive Reorganization Com- 
mittee has devoted itself to forming this 
plan your directors have given unceasing 
attention to K. and have left nothing un- 
done to secure on the part of the commit- 
tee a knowledge and consideration of all 
plausible and pertinent facts and opinions 
relating to a proper recognition of the
